Carter Is in London for Economic Summit

LONDON, May 5.—President 
Carter arrived tonight on his first 
overseas mission since taking of- 
fice, He sdid he brought “new 
initlatives” for a weekend eco- 
nomic summit of seven of the 
world's richest nations. 

The President was greeted at 
London’s Heathrow Airport by

. Mr. Carter's first act on Brit- 


ness who represented Queen Eli- 
vabeth.

Carter Eases His Warnings 
On Need for Energy Sacrifice

WASHINGTON, Mays (NYT). 
—President Carter, who last 
month ealied on the U.S. people 
to make sacrifices for an energy 
program that would be “the mor- 
@] equivalent of war,” yesterday 
told the House energy committee 
that those sacrifices would-be less 
substantial than he had then 
envisaged, 

The President also told the 
committee, at a White House 
meeting, that the nation would 
accept 8 gasoline tax as a sym- 
bolic gesbure of patriotism and 
urged the committee to share 
“with him some ofthe public dis- 
approval. 

The session was held before 


ῃ expressed surprise 
that the President seemed io be 
retreating from his summons of 
only two weeks ago, although Mr. 
Carter did not indicate the areas 
tn which public sacrifice would be 
lessened. 

Changing His Ming 

“He said that, until a month 
ago, 36 honestly felé that some 
substantial sacrifices were re~ 
quired on the part of the Amer- 
ican people," Said Rep, Jobn 
Anderson of Iiinois, the ranking 


Republican on the Ad Hoc Select 
Committee on Energy. 

“He said thet now he had 
changed his mind and the sacri- 
fices would not be that substan- 
tial,” Rep. Anderson continued. 

He added that the President 
had defended the controversial 
gasoline tax “on the grounds that 
the American people wanted pa- 
υἱοῖς mvoivement” in the enersy 
program. 

The President also told the

general administrator of the 
French Atomic Energy Agency, 
amnounced the development of 
the technique at a meeting of 
the French Council for External 
Nuclear Policy. 

He said: “France has developed 
8. new system for uranium en- 
richment which has the ad- 
vantage of aliowing the produc- 
tion of low-level enriched ura- 
nium adequate for fueling nuclear 
power stations and which in el- 
fect cannot be used for those 
needing the highly enriched ura- 
ubim that goes info the manu- 
facture of atomic weapons.” 

Mr. Giraud gave no details of 
the process. A spokesman for the 
agency refused to elaborate but 
said Mr. Giraud planned a ners 
conference tomorrow at an 
atomic energy conference in 
Salzburg. where he would ex-~ 
plain “the conditions througn 
which the process could be the 
basis for international coopera- 
tion.” 

Philip Keith, a spokesman for 
the US. delegation at the Salz- 
burz conference, said the dele~ 
gation did not yet know the 
Getails of the French process. 

“We are, of course, very inter- 
ested in this and happy about 
everything thai helps nonproiif- 
eration,” he said.

Enrichment Process 

Enrichment to increase the 
amount of uranium-735 in nat- 
ural uranium is needed to fuel 
nuclear reactors. Current enrich- 
ment methods can be continued 
beyond the reactor fuel stage to 
produce uranium siiteble for 
Weapons. 

Le Monde, in @ dispatch from 
Salzbure. said the French tech- 
Nique is a chemical exchange 
technique, using common chemi- 
cal industry equipment. 

The technique “requires less 
sophisticated technology than the 
other known processes for isotopic 
separation” and can be “easily 
industrialized on a large scale,” 
the newspaper said.

“We still worked yery hard the 
first year.” he said, but the 
Ehmer Rouge “took away half 
our harvest and we found that, 
Do matter how hard we worked, 
We still got only our two bowls of 
Tice gruel each day.”

Russian Is Sentenced 


To Die for War Role 


MOSCOW. May 5 (‘\AP—A 
Soviet military court has sentenc- 
ed to death a Russian from Ros- 
tor who was accused of causing 
the death of thousands in a 
World War IL concentration 
camp. the Communist ‘Youth 
newspaper Komsomolskays 
Pravda reported yesterday.

Young Invited to Visit H avana 
By Cuban Aide at UN Talks ἢ

GUATEMALA CITY, May 5 
CNYT).—Andrew Young, the 
chief U.S. delegate to the United 
Nations, has had a meeting with 
ἃ high-ranking Cuban represen- 
tative and been told that he 
would be welcome to visit Havana.

Discomfort Seen 


A Mumber of delegates to the 
conference saw the attack as 2 
reflection of Cuba's discomfort 
that the United States under 
President Carter seemed to be 
moving toward a new lberalized 
policy on trade and other eco- 
Domic issues and was finding 
favor with Latin Americans who 
in the past had joimed with 
Havana in assailing Washington. 

Mr. Young, because of his 
background in the civil rights 
Movement in the United States, 
had made an impact on the con- 
ference with his insistence on 
linking economic development 
and protection of human rights, 
according to some participants. 

Mr. Young commented on the 
Cuban strategy: “We have been 
challenging them morally ‘or 
high ground at this conference 
and it wes a chsllenge ther 
couldn’t ignore even though they 
agree with much of what I said.” 

According to Mr. Young, tie 
Cuben representative had said 


to him: “You have made things 
difficult for us, coming here talk- 
ing about Martin Luther Bing 
and Latin American problems 
and then offering us only hope 
and nothing concrete.” 

‘Down the Road’ 

Mr. Young said that he had 
replied that there was more than 
an offer of hope behind the U.S. 
pledge to wark in closer harmony 
with the countries af Latin 
America. He sald that he had 
told the Cubam: “There will be 
many things we will differ on 
but we probably can go down 
the road on some things, too.” 

Mr. Young ssid thet when he 
was told that he ought to come 
to Cuba, he replied that he would 
enjoy a visit at some point. But, 
he said, he explained that others 
in the State Department were 
involved in negotiations with 
Havana. 

Mr. Young said the informal 
invitation probably had been 
vendered because of s recent 
statement he made that he re- 
garded the Cuban forces in An~ 
gola as being a “stabilizing” force 
there.

House Votes Bar 
To Talks on Aid 
With Vietnamese 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP). 
—The House voted yesterday to 
prohibit negotiations on any U.S. 
aid to Vietmam, despite an objec- 
tion that the measure might 
interfere with present talks in 
Paris. 

Rep. John Ashbrook, R-Ohio. 
whose amendment to prohibit 
aid negotiations was approved. 
266 to 131, said the measure does 
not restrict the current talks 
between U.S. and Vietnamese 
officials. He said it only bans 
U.S. officials from “negotiating 
reparations, aid or other par- 
ments” in response to Viet- 
namese demands at the talks. 

Rep. Benjamin Gilman, R-N-Y.. 

said the House action would only 
endorse Secretary of State Cyrus 
‘Vance's statement eariier yester- 
day that the United States could 
pot pay war reparations to Viet- 
nam. 
But Rep. Gillepsle Montgom- 
ery. D-Miss. who has led or 
jomed several] delegations to 
Vietnam to seek an accounting 
of Americans missing in the war. 
‘said he is concerned the House 
action might interfere with the 
current talks. 

Rep. Ashbrook said his amend- 
ment would only deny funds for 
the U.S. negotiators agreeing to 
talk about aid for Vietnam. His 
amendment was written into a 
§1.7-billion authorization for the 
State Department and related 
agencies for the fiscal year start- 
ing Oct. L The House approved 
the bill, 285 to 111, and sent it 
to the Senate.

The children were aged between 8 months and 5 years. The

The sacrifice took place Saturday night on @ beach ncar the 
city of Salvador, 1,700 kilometers north of Rio, 

When some of the older children struggled back to the 
shore, they were repeatedly hurled back into the waves until 
they disappeared, the police said. One couple participating in 
the rite saw their three children, aged 5, 3 and 2, die. 

One of those arrested told police: “The children had to 
die, otherwise they would have become thieves, voodooists, liars 
and fortume tellers.

Swedes Expel Greek 
For Alleged Plotting 


STOCEHOLM, May 5 (AP).— 
The Swedish government today 
expelled a Greek woman for al- 
leged involvement in ἃ terrorist 
plot to kidnap a former cabinet 
member.

those operating in the nations

‘The expert, Dr. Morris Rasen. 
25 a specialist in nuclear safcty 
on the staif of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency in Vienna. 
His warning appeared in the 
latest issue of the agency's bul- 
Jetin, submitted to the more than 
2.000 officials and scientists who 
are attending the conference on 
Nuclear power and its fuel cycle 
in Selzburz. 

Dr. Rosen's article, which is at- 
twacting much attention here, 
pointed to earthquake dangers in 
developing countries with nuclear 
programs, to “subminimal” local 
wetehdog organizations and to 
the failure of exporters of nuclear 
systems to update their cents on 
subsequent design and safety 
improvements. 

Citing the recent salz. of two 
Jerge nuclear reactors by West 
Germany to Iran, Dr. Rosen noted 
that the plant for which they had 
been bought was located Im a 
relatively hich seismic area. He 
said the characteristics of the 
site would make it necessary to 
strengthen the foundations, pipes, 
supports and other structures of 
the proposed plant. but such 
mecdifications “will not have un- 
dergone detailed review" by West 
German regulatory bodies. 

Safety Review 

Similarly, nuclear reactors sold 
by the United States to Egypt, 
the Philippines and South Korea 
had “not undergone a rigorous 
regulatory review” since 1972 and 
changes in design and safety 
standards that mey have been 
required since then were ignored, 
he said. 

Dr. Rosen referred to forecasts 
assuming that by 1990 nuclear 
power plants would operate in at 
least 37 countries, 18 of which 
were now considered less devei- 
oped.

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Ethics in a 


President Carter has asked Congress to 
stiffen its code of ethics, and create a new 
agency. the office of government ethics. 
headed by someone appointed by the Pres- 
ident and approved by the Senate. It would 
be easy enough to make fun of a President 
who finds it easier to talk about ethics than 
do something about employment and infla- 
tion. who promised to cut back on the bu- 
reaucracy but wants a new bureau. But 
ethics in a democracy cannot be quite δὺ 
whimsically dismissed—especially in this 
year of 1977. 

In a representative government there will 
always be some doubt as to who is being 
represented. A chiefly heritable office, like 
8 seat In the old House of Lords in Britain 
that, too, is now being changed) presented 
no such difficulties—the landholders in 
Yorkshire might have different problems 
from those in Kent. but at least a iord held 
his seat for life and would not go into 
another line of business. utilizing his experi- 
ence in government on behalf of a corpora- 
tion selling wool or hops. And the House of 
Commons took a long time to provide pay 
for members, so that outside sources of in- 
eome were taken for granted. and were in 
fact used to buy votes. 

But legislatures have now become ways of 
Ufe for many members and the questions of 
just how they derive their incomes and what 
effect they have on national policy are very 
real. True. there are still the local interests 
that mean votes. or jobs when a term ends, 
and the line between the two. in purely 
ethica] terms, may not be too easy to draw. 
But essentially democracy means that the

representative will work for his voters, and 
not be bought, by cash or promises. to work 
against them, Therefore. laws and agencies 
to enforce them, that are designed to pre- 
vent anti-voter influence. fit the general 
pattern. 

They are of special importance now that 
Lockheed has left its trail in democracies 
around the worid: that in the United States 
a president and a vice-president have re- 
signed under fire. and congressmen have 
been charged with all manner of peccadilloes. 
from the amorous to the pecuniary. Democ- 
tacy and representative government is under 
fire: Many citizens have been disillusioned, 
and one of Jimmy Carter's primary electoral 
goals was to re-establish lost confidence in 
popular government, both by style and 
substance. 

So the Carter initiative in this respect 
cannot be dismissed out of hand. But one 
is entitled to wish that there might also be 
an enforceable law for government officials, 
elected or appointed. that would not only 
pressure them to be honest. but reasonably 
intelligent There is a tendency. especially 
in the United States today; to assume that 
errors stem from dishonesty—perhaps sus- 
pense fiction has contributed to this myth. 
But unhappily there seems to be no form of 
human government that bars stupidity: no 
law that condemns it: no court that can 
pass on it. So democracy will have to work 
toward honest freedom—that is, at least. far 
better than dishonest autocracy. which can 
be even stupider than the alternative. be- 
cause it cannot be checked by any means, 
or for any reason. 


7 Men in a Boat 


It's hard to be a statesman in a world 
where unemployment is high and hopes for 
rapid improvement are vanishing. Yester- 
day. President Carter flew to London where, 
like most visitors, he will discover that cur- 
rent anxieties run much deeper than in the 
United States. In this country, the only real 
question is the rate at which things will 
improve. But in Western Europe there is an 
undercurrent of concern about the political 
effects of prolonged stagnation. 

The men who head Europe’s governments 
are under rising pressure to defend the nar- 
rowest versions of national interests. The 
great visions of common purpose, worked 
out during the tong boom of the 1960s, have 
been put away in mothbalis. Hard times. 
now 45 always. are divisive. 

Mr, Carter Is the newcomer in this tight 
Uttle group of seven—two North Americans, 
an Asian. four Europeans—who speak for 
the world's great industrial powers. The 
other six are likely to regard him ἃ bit quiz- 
zically. When the planning for this meeting 
began. he was firmly on the side of the 
countries with big deficits who were urging 
the West Germans to speed up their econ- 
omy and help everyone else’s exports. Since 
then. Mr. Carter has changed his mind. He 
bas embraced the German position, which 
regards inflation as the great menace. That 
leaves the other Buropeans, particularly itai- 
jians and Britons, feeling more exposed than 
ever. It also leaves them more inclined to 
murmur audibly about the regrettable pos- 
wibilities of having to discriminate against 
imports from their neighbors, 

Mr. Carter evidently didn’t realize it when 
he abandoned the symbolic $50 rebate, but 
he was marking an interesting turning point. 
He was backing off the American commit- 
Ment to speed up business activity here and 
round the world. He was joining the Ger- 
mans in acknowledging the great pronabil- 
τὸς of low economic growth for the indefinite 
future. In the London talks this weekend. 
the other six will doubtless invite him, tact-

The April increase—a 13.2-per- 
cent annual rate—matehed fhe 
March rise and followed a jump 
of 0.9 per cent in February. The 
‘March increase had been the big- 
gest monthly jump since October 
1973. : 

Not since October-November 
1974 have wholesale pmce in- 
creases exceeded 1 per cent for 
two consecutive mouths. These 
increases witimately are passed, 
along w consumers in higher re- 
tail prices. 

Budget director Bert Lance 
said be hopes for a reversal scon 
of the recent “serious” upward 
trend in wholesale and retail 
prices. 

Commenting on today’s news, 
Mr. Lance said it was “sort of a 
g6od sign” that the April index 
did not rise more than the 1.1- 
percent gain in Aareh. . 

He added it 1s still aufficult τὸ 
determine how much of the rise 
was due to the cold weather and 
ihe California drought. 

Government economists bad 
expected the April jump because 
farm prices have been rising at 
ἃ rate of better than 1 per cent 
for the past five months. Prices 
for farm products in April in- 
creased 3.4 per cent, the higgest 
jump in a year, while prices for 


processed fonds and feeds climbed 
2.4 per cent, 

Wholesale coffer prices rose 
another 7.3 per cent !sst month 
following a jwnp of nearly 31 
per cent in March. 

Not all the news was bad ag 
the increase in prices for in- 
dustrial cormmodities eased shight- 
ly last month. These prices rose 
1.6 per cent following an increase 
of O8 per-cent in March. 

Econonusts {ook to prices of 
industrial goods as a truer mea- 
sure of underlying inflationary 
trends. Much of the recent in- 
crease in farm and food prices 
has reswted from the effect of 
the abnormally cold winter weath- 
er on crops and shipments. and 
economists expect these prices to 
begin moderating. 

Tue Labor Department said the 
wirolesale price index now stands 
at 191.3 per cent of its 1967 base, 
snd during the past year whoie- 
sale prices have risen by 72 per 
cent. 

The rise in the crude materials 
index. however. slowed sharpie 
in April when 11 rose only {2 per 
cent after a gain of 2.3 per cent 
in March.

Sugar Subsidy Averts Import Quota 


WASHINGTON. Mar 5 iAB- 
Dj», -- Resisting protectionist 
pressures from Congress. Pres- 
ident Carter resterday refused to 
curb sucar imports but did agree 
to begin subsidy payments when 
prices drop below the break-even 
figure. 

The decision calls [or payment 
of up to two cents a pound, 
Starting with tbe 1977 crop, if 
the market price at that time 
talls below 13 1/2 cents a pound, 
the cost of production, At the 
current price of 12 cents a pound. 
this would mean a support pay- 
ment of 1 1:2 ceuts. Each cent- 
a@-pound parment will cost the 
Treasury $125 million. 

By refusing to impose restric- 
tive quotas on. sugar, Mr. Carter 
continues a pattern he set when 
he refused to limit imports of 
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foreign-made shoes. Still pend- 
ing is a decision on whether to 
restrict imports of color tele- 
vision sets in line with a recume 
mendation from the U.S, Inter- 
national Trade Commission. It 
had also urged Mr. Carter to 
rectrict sugar imports to 4.2 mil- 
σα tons.
